senate judiciary committee began con 
sideration of the bill passed by the 
house last June ab amended and liber- 
alized b> the i%jli<'].iry sub-committee 


Although the general house plan for 


enforcement of war time and consti- 
tutional prohibition remain in the bill, 
the sub committee eliminated scvtral 
drastic house provisions, and modified 
others. In its work the sub committee 
first revised the senate enforcement 
bill and then incorporated their amend- 
ments in the house bill, reporting the 
matter as amended by unanimous \ote 
to the full committee. 
Like the house the senate sub com- 
mittee adopted the plan of having sep 
arate sections in the bill to deal with 
war time and constitutional prohibi- 
tion. 
The sub committee left unchanged 
the house definition of intoxicating bev- 
erages as those containing one half of 
one per cent or more of alcohol. 
As revised, the bill will not mterofere 
with storage and personal use of intox- 
icants in the homes- of individuals 
Probably the most liberal amendment 
to the house bill is a provision exempt 
ing from penalties any person "manu- 
facturing 
non intoxicating cider and 


fruit juices especially for use in the 
home " This would permit home manu- 
facture of light wines and cider for per- 
sonal consumption and the amendment, 
except by implication in connection with 
the definition of intoxicants does not de- 
fine "non intoxicating" beverages. 


Stricken from the house bill was the 
provision making it unlawful for per- 
sons to be intOMc ited or Io drink liquor 
on trains.
